An extra 
minute was given him by the Con- 
ductor and the crowd watched with 
excited interest his entrance to the 
store. The minute ran out and the 
whistle blew. In a moment the cars 
were in motion, All eyes were turned 
towards the store where our friend 
Was to get the bottle. Just at this 
crisis he rushed out witha two-galion 
stone jug, and came at Gilpen speed 
in the direction of the train. In 
jumping a ditch his hat fell off 
Of course, he could not leave 
it. The train was gaining head- 
Way, and in order to catch up 
the merchant was compelled toshow 
his bottom. It wasa beautiful race, 
hatin one hand, jug in the other, 
hair floating in the breeze, the mer- 
chant laid to his work. It was very 
evident that he would make time, 
and when the feat Was xecomplished, 
the jug stored on the platform and 
himself safely on board, such ashout 
as reut the air Was liardly eyer accor- 
ded to the brightest achievement of 
Old Boston or Red Eve. 

After the jug had passed around he 
related the difticulties that surround- 
ed the case, and why it was that 
he came with ouly a quart ina two 
gallou jug. The whiskey man had 
no bottles, hoething less than the ves- 
sel in question, and that so much 
time was required to cleanse it, Was 
why he was behindhand.

CAPTURE OF A Novrorious THtrr 
AND BURGLAR.—The store of Mr. 
Jewell, about twelve miles from this 
city in Panther Branch township, 
was burglariously enterec on Monday 
night and two hundred dollars worth 
of goods stolen, including the shot 
gun of the proprietor. Mr. Jewell 
reached the store in time to see the 
thief escape with the loaded gun in 
his hand, and recognised him as one 
George Thompson, a notorious thiet, 
who had served a term each in the 
penitentiary of this State and Ten- 
nessee. Early next morning Mr. J., 
with two of his neighbors, went in 
pursuit and soon overhauled Thomp- 
son sitting on a lov in the woods, 
with the stolen gun inhishand. As 
the party advanced on the thief, he 
deliberately raised the gun and would 
have killed Mr. J. if the gun had 
fired, but fortunately the cap was wet. 
The party then fired on the negro, 
three shots taking effect in his body. 
He was brought to town, tried before 
Mayor Holden, acting as Justice of 
the Peace, and committed to jail. Dr. 
Dunn was called in to examine the 
wounds and found three bullets in 
his body, one in the neck, one in the 
back and one in the left side. His 
condition is not considered danger- 
ous. Thompson is a noted desperado 
and a bold and daring thief. Hewill 
doubtless be returned to his old 
quarters in the State pen.

Means’ Bill Calling a Convene 

The following is the bill introduced 
by Mr. Paul B. Means, of Cabarrus, 
in the House of Representatives afew 
day’s since: 

A BILL TO BE ENTITLED AN ACT 
CONCERNING AND TO CALL A CON- 
VENTION OF THE PEOPLE. 

SECTION 1. The General Assembly 
of North Carolina (two-thirds of ail 
the members of each House concurr- 
ing) do enact: That a Convention of 
the people of the Stateof North Caro- 
lina, for the purpose of establishing 
and ordaining a Constitution for this 
State, be and the same is hereby, 
called and required to meet at Ral- 
eigh, in the county of Wake, on 
Monday, the day of , A. 
D. 1875, and continue in session un- 
7 the business before it is disposed 
of. 

Sec. 2. That said Convention shall 
consist of one hundred and twenty 
delegates, and each county shall be 
entitled to the same number of dele- 
gates therein as it has members in 
the House of Representatives of the 
General Assembly under the present 
apportionment, and the delegates 
shall have the same elective qualifi- 
cations required of said members, 


Sec. 3. That said Convention shall 
have power to elect its presiding offi- 
eer, and other officers and attendants 
by ballot or otherwise ; shall be judge 
of the qualifications of its members, 
not inconsistent with the true intent 
of this act, and adopt rules for its 
proper government; and said Con- 
vention shall have power to fix the 
per diemand mileage of its members, 
regulate the pay of all ite officers and 
provide for other expenses to be paid 
out of the State Treasury as it may 
direct. 

See. 4. That if a vacancy shall 
occur by the death, resignation, re- 
moval from the State, or by the re- 
fusal to serve of any person elected 
delegate, the Sheriff of the count 
wherein such vacancy happens, if 
the same before the convening of 
said Convention, if after, the pre- 
siding officer of the Convention shall 
immediately notify the Governor of 
such vacancy, and he shall instanter 
issue his wiit to the sheriff of the 
county in which the vacaney shall 
have occurred, directing him to open 
a poll to fill such vacancy under the 
existing election laws as bear as may 
be; if such writ issue under notice 
of the presiding oflicer, the Conven- 
tion may prescribe rules and regula- 
tions for said cleetion, 

see. 5. That the Convention shall be 
called to order by the Chief Justice, 


- either of the Associate Justices of the 


Supreme Court, by any Judge of the 
Super.or Court, or by the Secretary 
of this State, at the place of first 
meeting at 12 M. on the day fixed 
therefore, and if there be not a quo- 
rum, tle person so temporarily pre- 
siding shail adjourn the delegates 
present from day to day and to same 
place until a quorum shall oo 

Sec. 6. That no delegate shall be 
permitted to take his seat in said 
Convention until he shall havetaken 
and subseribed to the following oath 
or aflirmation, before the Chief Jus- 
tice or some Associate Justice of the 
Supreme Court, or any Judge of the 
Superior Court, or any Justice of the 
Peace of this State, to-wit: 
do solemnly swear or affirm—as the 
case may be—that I will support the 
Constitution of the United States, 
that I will not do anything contrary 
to the Act of the General Assembl 
by which this Convention is called, 
nor directly or indirectly evade or 
violate any limit or restriction of 
power that may be placed upon this 
Convention by the people of North 
Carolina as declared by them under 
the provisions of an act entitled ‘tan 
act concerning and to call a Conven- 
tion of the people,’’ ratified the 
day of , A. D. 1875. So help me 
God. 

Sec. 6. That immediately after the 
final ratification of this act a joint 
select committeefof two on the part of 
the Senate, and three on the part of 
the House of Representatives of this 
General Assembly, shall wait upon 
the Governor and inform him there- 
of, and he is hereby required forth- 
with to issue both by publication, 
and by sending a copy thereof to the 
sheriff of each county in this State, 
his vroclamation commanding the 
sheriffs of the said yarious counties 
toopen polls for the several townships 
in their respective counties oa Thurs- 
day the —— day of , A. D. 1875, 
when and where all the qualified 
voters of this State may vote for del- 
egates to the Conyention herein 
mentioned, and also to open separate 
polls at the same time and places tor 
an election upon the question of 
‘*Restriction”’ or ‘‘No Restriction”’ of 
said Convention as hereinafter pro- 
vided for. 

Sec. 7. That the Governor shall at 
the time of issuing his proclamation 
to the sheriffs as aforesaid, forward a 
copy thereof to the chairman of the 
several Boards of County Commis- 
sioners of this State, togetnoer with 
five copies of this act, upon the re- 
ception of which the said various 
Boards of Commissioners shall make 
the necessary arrangements incum- 
bent upon them for the said election 
in accordance with law. And the 
said Board of Commissioners are 
hereby required to publish said proc- 
lamation with this actin some news- 
paper of their choice, if there be one 

n their county, until the day of 
election, and if there be no newspaper 
in their county, to post copies of this 
act andsaid proclamation at the court 
house door of their county. 

Sec. 8. That the existing laws for 
the election of members of the Gen- 
eral Assembly shall control and reg- 
ulate the election herein provided 
for, except as hereinafter amended. 

Sec. 9. That the election law ‘as 
brouyht forwardin Battie’s Revisal,”’ 
chapter fifty-two, shall for the pur- 
poses of this election and for no other 
be amended as follows, to-wit: 

Sec. 7 of said chapter shall be 
amended by striking out the word 
‘July’ in second line thereof, and in- 
serting ——; Strike out the word 
“seventy-two”? in third line of said 
section, and insert seventy-five. 

Sec. 8 shall be amended by striking 
out the word “July” in eighth line 
thereof, and substitute > and 
by striking out “August” in tenth 
line of said section, aud inserting in 
lieu thereof the word : 

Sec. 11 amend, by striking out the 
word July in second line of said sec- 
tion, and insert 

Sec. 10. That the Sheriff of each 
county shall furnish before the —— 
day in ———, each delegate elected 
from his county with a certificate of 
election under his hand and seal. 

See. 11. That the Sheriff or other 
returning officer ofevery county shall, 
on or before the —- day of ———, A. 


mode, in sealed packets, directed to 
the presiding officer of the Conven- 
tion, in care of the Secretary of State, 
a statement of the number of votes 
cast in his county for “‘Restriction’’ 
and for “‘No Restriction,” with the 
majority tor either, which statement 
shall be as follows, orin some similar 
form, to-wit:

election held in said county on the

Sec. 12. Any Sheriff or other re- 
turning officer failing or neglecting to 
perform the duties required of him in 
next preceding section, shall forfeit 
and pay two thousand dollars, to be 
recovered in the Superior Court of his 
county by any person who shall sue 
for the same, and moreover be guilty 
of a misdemeancr, and, upon convic- 
tion thereof, shall be imprisoned at 
hard labor in the State Prison for 
twelve months. 

Sec. 13. That the Secretary of State, 
on the first day after permanent or- 
ganization of the Convention shall be 
effected, shall at 12 M. transmit the 
said sealed returns to the presiding 
officer of the Convention ; aad if for 
any cause there be no return from 
any county of the State, or if any re- 
turn be defective, a proper return 
shall be compiled and had in any 
manner that the Convention may 
deem best. 

Sec. 14. That when the returns 
from all the counties are proper! 
made and in possession of the presi- 
ding offiper of the Convention, he 
shall, in the presence of a majorit 
of the delegates, open and publis 
the said returns, the result of which, 
in declaring the powers of the Con- 
vention, shall be implicitly obeyed 
and conformed to. 

Sec. 15. That the following propo- 
sitions shall be submitted to the peo- 
ple that they may restrict or not res- 
trict the Convention hereby called as 
to the same; the former of which 
shall be understood as expressed by 
the votes ‘*Restriction,” the latterby 
the votes ‘No Restriction,” given and 
polled at the time in the mode 
i:erein before provided, to-wit : 

1. As to Homestead and Personal 
Property Exemptions, 

2. As to Mechanics’ and Laborers’ 
Lien. 

3. As to Righ/s of Married Women 
now secured tu them, except that the 
Convention may enlarge them or 
either of them, in any manner. 

4. As to Power of vacating any of- 
Jice or term of office now existing and 
Jilled, or held by virtue of any el ction 
or appointment under the existing 
Constitution of this State. 

Sec. 16. ‘That each and every qual- 
fied voter of this State shall be enti- 
tled to cast only one ballot upon the 
question of “Restriction” or ‘*‘No 
Restriction,”’ and this, whether in 
the aftirmative or negative, shall be 
taken to comprehend and .embrace 
and express said elector’s wish as to 
each and every proposition above 
submitted 

See. 17. That this act shall bein 
force and effect from and after its 
ratification.

FRANKLINTON.—We made a flying 
trip yesterday to the enterprising 
town of Franklinton, on the Raleigh 
and Gaston Railroad. We were 
pleased to observe quite an improve- 
ment iu the town since our last visit, 
which was on the day Headen was 
nominated for Congrese by the 
**rads.”’ 

There is in Franklinton some 
twelve or fifteen stores, and its mer- 
chants are as live and enterprising 
as any in the State. We saw cotton 
coming in from the country in quan- 
tities and sold at good prices to the 
merchants. There were shipped from 
Franklinton, last (cotton) year, 7,000 
bales of cotton, and from indications, 
the next year will nearly double that 
amount. 

Fravklinton has for many years 
been noted for its splendid hotel ac- 
commodations, in fact, we have fre- 

uently heard it said by travelers 
that Mrs. Tucker Kept the best eating 
house in the State. We dined at 
this house yesterday, and we were

of the Department of Immigration 
Statistics and Avriculture, was a 
Wise and timely act of the General 
Assembl; ; and we congratulate that 
body upon the excellency of its se- 
lections. Both are gentlemen of the 
strictest integrity, fine business ca- 
pacity, devotion to the welfare of 
their State and of much information 
upon the particular subjects that 
come under the control of their 
Bureau. We predict good results 
for the State from their labors. 


We publish to-day the bill con- 
cerning the call for a Convention, 
introduced in the House by Pari 
B. Means, Esq., the gifted young 
member from Cabarrus. We have 
already given the substance of the 
bills, upon the same subject, intro- 
duced into the Senate by Messrs. 
Moreneap and Mirrs. 

We have space to-day only to in- 
vite attention to Mr. Means’ bill. Iis 
distinctive feature is that certain res- 
trictions are proposed, which 
the people at the ballot-box are to 
impose upon the delegates clect, by 
their votes. Some of these res- 
trictions meet our approval ; others, 
it seems to us, are unnecessary and 
undesirable. We shall review the 
bill, at length, at some future day. 


THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY. 

We regret toe observe in some of 
our State exchanges, and those too 
of our own household, politically, a 
disposition to indulge in unfavora- 
ble comment upon the conduct of 
the present General Assembly. We 
deem these comments both unfor- 
tunate and unjust, since they tend 
to impair public confidence in our 
law-makers, before those away from 
the seat of their labors have data suf- 
ficient for the forming of a just 
judgment. We have watched the 
proceedings of the present legisla- 
ture anxiously and closely, because 
we believe that upon the prudence 
and wisdom, which mark its doings 
and deliberations, depends, in great 
degree, the future of the Democrat- 
ic party in North Carolina; and the 
result of that watching has been to 
confirm us in the opinion, heretofore 
expressed, that in all the elements 
essential for needed, wholesome leg- 
islation-—-for integrity, intelligence, 
ability and a patriotic purpose so to 
act as to promote the public good— 
it has not been surpassed by any 
predecessor since 1868. We know 
it to be the equel—-we believe it to 
be the superior of any similar body 
that has assembled in North Caro- 
lina since that date. The Democra- 
cy of North Carolina las special 
cause to be preud of the character 
and abilities of those Senators and 
Representatives, who hold the faith 
of the party. They are dignified 
and decorous in deportment; tem- 


pernte in speech and in habit: prac- 


tical in judgment; decided in pur- 
pose; zealously attached to the State 
and her institutions and singularly 
free from the vices and immorali- 
ties of the age. They reflect eredit 
upon the constituencies by whom 
they were chosen and the State. 
These are not merely matters of 
compliment, but words of truth 
and soberness; and we gladly avail 
ourselves of ap occasion to pay tri- 
bute to their modest merit and ster- 
linge worth.

people. It is useless to expect from 
their hands remedies for all the evils 
from which we suffer. Many of 
these zre the results of the change 
in the condition of our affairs, con- 
sequent upon the war and its disas- 
trous conclusion ; while many oth- 
ersare the direct offspring of the 
hostile and oppressive legislation of 
the National Congress, since 
legislation based upon the passions 
and prejudices of that struggle 
and the exigencies of a failing party. 
Redress of these grievances, correc- 
tion of these abuses and mitigaiion 
of these evils must be left to time 
and the return of the government 
to the control and management of a 
party, nationalin its instinets and 
sympathies, its policy, principles and 
purposes. When the Democratic 
party shall regain control of the 
General Government, in all its de- 
partments, the country will be gov- 
erned by laws, framed without par- 
tisanship or sectionalism and caleu- 
lated and intended to develop the 
reseurces and foster the industries 
of all sections withont favoritism to 
any. 

We propose to notice some of the 
several matters alleged as canses of 
dissatisfaction. 

One cause of complaint is, that 
although the legislature has been in 
session, from the 16th ult. to the 
21st inst., continuously, only an in- 
considerable portion of the business 
that has come before it for consider- 
ation has been disposed of. The 
answer is that despite the fact, that 
a large majority of the members of 
the present body have uever before 
held seats in a legislative assemblage 
and therefore lack experience and 
knowledge of the routine work and 
the further fact that many of its of- 
ficers had had no experience in the 
positions to which they were chosen 
and such acquaintance only with 
parliamentary law and usages as was 
acquirable by study of standar] au- 
thorities, the bills and resolutions 
considered and adopted by the body 
are more in number those 
disposed of by the legislature of 
1873-74, at its second session, when 
it had the advantages of familiarity 
with the rules and routine by its 
members, a perfected organization 
and competent committees, coniin- 
ued by appointment from the prece- 
ding session and prepared for ii- 
mediate work. That is certainly 
not a record deserving blame. 


han 


Another canse of complaint is 
that too much of the time and at- 
tention of the General Assembly are 
given to the consideration of pri- 
vate, local acts to the neglect of 
weighter and more important imat- 
ter. We do not deny that some 
time has been wasted in useless dis- 
cussion, but the charge is, in its en- 
tirety, unjust. Many laws which 
are apparently private and local in 
application and effect are «really 
public in the benefits they confer. 
To illustrate: A is the owner of an 
undeveloped but valuable copper 
mine, which he lacks the means to 
work successfully. Bo oand C are 
men of large capital and in- 
fluence in the trade-ceutres of the 
country, and are anxious to join A 
in working his mine. Organization 
under the general law regulating 
corporations is convenient, or im- 
possible, beeause of its restrictions 
or requirements ; aud the prosecu- 
tion of the business by a partner- 
ship is undesirable becanse they
